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A COUPLE got the shock of 
their lives after discovering 
they had returned home 
from holiday with a deadly 
scorpion in their suitcase. 

Bill and Kay Wayman had 
been on holiday in the Cypriot 
village of Argaka for two weeks 
when the ferocious little 
critter must have sneaked into 
their belongings. 

The couple returned to their home 
in Ely on April 20 - but it wasn’t until 
an entire fortnight later that they 
found the fawn-coloured arachnid 
crawling around on their bedroom 
floor. 

The scorpion has since been 
captured and is enjoying life inside 
the bug city at Shepreth Wildlife Park, 
near Royston, where keepers believe 
it is either a Buthus Occitanus 
scorpion or a Mesobuthus Cyprius. 

Despite its small size, experts say 
the creature’s pincers are deadly and 
that if either Mr or Mrs Wayman had 
stood on the scorpion, the 
consequences could have been fatal. 

Speaking from his home in Lynn 
Road, Mr Wayman, 61, said: “We’d 
had a lovely holiday in a villa in 
Cyprus. 

“A fortnight after we got back, I was 
downstairs when I heard Kay shout 
for me to come up to the bedroom. 

“She told me to get up there fast. 

“When I got up there she pointed 
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to the floor and that’s when I saw the 
scorpion near the end of the bed. 

“I just couldn’t believe it. 
Thankfully, it wasn’t very lively 
though.” 

Mr Wayman, who works as 
facilities manager at Comberton 
Village College, said: “I’ve travelled 
around a bit and lived abroad before 
so I have seen a few scorpions in my 
time. 

“I went downstairs, got a glass and 
put it over the top of it, before 
transferring it into a sealable, 
Tupperware box. 

“I then called Shepreth Wildlife 
Park and told them I’d found it in my 
bedroom. 

“They asked me how big its pincers 
were because apparently the smaller 
the pincers are, the more poisonous 
the scorpion is. 

“I told them its pincers were tiny 
and they said whatever I did to make 
sure that I didn’t touch it as it could 
kill me.” 

Shepreth Wildlife Park has since 
collected the scorpion and visitors 
are now able to admire it in the zoo’s 
bug city area. 

A spokeswoman for the park 
confirmed that the scorpion is so 
dangerous that people require a 
licence under the Dangerous Wild 
Animals Act to keep one in the UK.

Plans’ reprieve 
for fire stations 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
leave Ely’s and Soham’s fire 
stations with just one 
appliance each have been 
granted a temporary 
reprieve. 

Bosses at Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service have agreed 
to hold off on removing each of 
the station’s second appliances. 

The service will now carry out 
an in-depth analysis of both 
stations “to determine whether 
some of all of the appliances 
could be removed from the 
service without creating a 
significant impact on the 
operational resilience of the 
service”. 

The results of the investigation 
will then be presented to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough 
Fire Authority in fanuary. 

The news will come as a relief 
to East Cambridgeshire residents, 
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who feared that lives would be 
put at risk if Ely and Soham lost 
their second appliances. 

It has also been confirmed that 
Littleport’s appliance, as well as 
those in nearby villages, will not 
be removed. 

It comes after the fire authority 
agreed a major ‘re-design 
programme’ of Cambridgeshire’s 
fire service over the next four 
years to save more than £5 
million. 

Roy Pegram, chairman of the 
fire authority, said: “No-one 
wants to be in the position of 
having to make decisions that 
will impact on people, either our 
own staff or members of the 
public. 

“However, we have to find 
these savings as we have a legal 
duty to produce a balanced 


budget. 

“That means making tough 
decisions and the fire authority 
agreed by a majority vote to the 
proposals presented to us by the 
fire service management team. 

“The service can go on and 
implement some of the 
recommendations now, but for 
others we have agreed that a full 
business case should be brought 
back to the fire authority for a 
decision in fanuary.” 

As part of the cuts, the service 
will be revising its shift system. 

Certain turntable ladders in the 
region, including Cambridge, will 
be removed. 

The service also hopes to 
remove its rescue vehicle from 
Huntingdon and the second 
appliances from St Ives and 
Ramsey. 

Manea looks set to have its 
station removed altogether.

David Watts, 39, was 
driving a Massey Ferguson 
tractor and towing a trailer 
full of carrots along 
Wilburton High Street when 
he lost control of the vehicle 
and crashed into a house 
next to Wilburton Garage. 

The horrific crash 
happened on January 31. 

Young couple Lisa 
Coupland and Stuart Loton, 
who rented the house from 
the owners of the garage, 
Miss Coupland’s parents, 
Karen and David, were left 
homeless as the majority of 
the property’s fagade was 
destroyed. 

Watts, of Cranwells Way, 
Little Thetford, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of driving 
without due care and 
attention and was 
sentenced at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Magistrates fined him £80 
and endorsed his driving 
licence with three penalty 
points. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, Miss Coupland had 
left for work just 10 minutes 
before the smash. 

Speaking at the time, her 
mother said: “Things could 
have been so much worse. 

“David was in the back 
room of the garage about to 
start an MoT when he heard 
an almighty noise. 

“It was only then he 
realised what had happ¬ 
ened and we all got the 
phone calls. 

“Jess, my daughter’s 
beloved Staffordshire bull 
terrier, was thankfully in the 
yard at the time too and was 
unharmed. 

“We’re just relieved 
nobody was inside the 
house at the time or walking 
on the pavement, and that 
the tractor driver was not 
seriously hurt.” 

Watts, who suffered 
minor injuries in the 
collision, was also ordered 
to pay £70 court costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge.

An attractive new wooden bus shelter 
has been opened in the town - but is 
around 200 yards from the nearest bus 
stop. 

The shelter is situated in Townsend, 
near Shocksham Terrace, and was 
erected by property developers Hopkins 
Homes. 

It has been there for months but has 
only recently opened for people to use. 

Cllr Rosemary Aitchison, chairman of 
Soham Town Council, is baffled by its 


location. 

She said: “The shelter has been there 
for some time but has only recently 
been opened for residents to use. 

“I thought the developers were going 
to move it but it doesn’t look like they’re 
going to. 

“The shelter looks lovely but the fact 
it’s a fair distance from the nearest bus 
stop just doesn’t make sense. 

“Nobody’s going to really use it if it’s 
left where it is so I hope the developers 
are going to move it.” 


Geoff Griggs, president of the Soham 
Staploe Rotary Club, said: “It’s just silly. 

“The shelter is about 200 yards from 
the bus stop itself.” 

However, a spokeswoman for Hopkins 
Homes says the shelter will not be 
relocated. 

The spokeswoman said: “The 
provision of the bus shelter, in that 
location, was undertaken as a condition 
of our planning application. 

“This commitment has now been 
fulfilled.”

Lucky escape 
in trike crash 
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A FATHER-of-three is 
“lucky to be alive” after 
the three-wheel motor¬ 
cycle he was riding was 
involved in a horrific 
collision. 

Nigel Horton, chairman of 
Trikes R Us, one of the 
country’s biggest trike clubs, 
suffered a punctured lung and 
four broken ribs after his 
beloved trike crashed into a 
brick wall. 

The 56-year-old grandfather 
also shattered his right leg after 
the trike, weighing half-a- 
tonne, fell onto him, trapping 
him beneath it. 

The collision happened in 
Camel Road, Littleport, at 
around 6.45pm on Saturday - 
just yards from Littleport 
Leisure Centre, where 
hundreds of trikers were 
gathered for Trikefest 2011, a 
special weekend of camping 
and live music for trike owners 
from across the region. 

Mr Horton, who is well-known 
in the triking community, was 
giving a German visitor a lift to a

nearby shop to buy cigarettes 
when the crash occurred. 

Fire crews, police and para¬ 
medics rushed to the scene and 
freed Mr Horton from beneath 
the machine. 

The passenger was badly 
bruised in the collision but Mr 
Horton was taken to Adden¬ 
brooke’s Hospital for his 
injuries, which paramedics 
feared were life-threatening. 

Mr Horton, from Boston in 
Lincolnshire, is now in a 
serious but stable condition in 
the hospital’s critical care unit. 

His partner, Rachel Harris, 
40, said: “Thankfully, Nigel is 
stable and is coherent. 

“We’re so lucky to still have 


him here - he is lucky to be 
alive. 

“None of us know how the 
crash happened but I know for 
a fact he was only travelling at 
25mph. 

“Nigel was diagnosed with 
bowel cancer last year and only 
finished his chemotherapy nine 
weeks ago so I don’t know what 
he did to deserve this.” 

Ged Kettle, Mr Horton’s close 
friend and the club’s events 
organiser, said: “This has 
rocked the whole of our com¬ 
munity. 

“We’re like brothers and 
sisters to each other and Nigel 
is loved by everyone. 

“He’s in a pretty bad way but 
we’re just keeping our fingers 
crossed that everything’s going 
to be okay. 

“The crash put a dampener 
on the whole weekend but we 
carried on, even though it was 
tough. 

“We’d like to thank the 
community of Littleport for 
their amazing support and the 
emergency services as every¬ 
one was absolutely fantastic.”

Iniquity’s current trading hours 
are from 9pm-2am on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday. 

A spokesman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council said: 
“Mr Binks is in discussions with us 
about the transfer of the premises’ 
licence. 

“However, the current licence 
allows for the venue to be open 
seven nights per week.”

DISAPPOINTED residents are 
calling for action over Ely’s 
“pathetic” floral displays. 

People say the city’s hanging baskets 
and planters this year are the “worst they 
have been for years” and that they are 
making the city centre look drab. 

Earlier this year, members of the Ely in 
Bloom committee announced they 
would not be taking part in the 
prestigious Anglia in Bloom competition 
2011. 

For the past two years, Ely’s blooming 
window boxes and draping hanging 
baskets have won the city a Silver Gilt 
award - just one away from Gold. 

The committee said it wanted to hold 
off on taking part in the contest this year 
to maximise its chances of securing Gold 
next year. 

Residents and business owners were 
assured that the city would still be 
bursting with colour and that standards 
would not slip. 

But residents believe they already 
have. 

Linda Haslington, of Cambridge Road, 
Ely, said: “Usually the High Street, 
Market Place and the majority of the city 
centre looks beautiful with hanging 


baskets and tubs. 

“This year, there are literally no 
hanging baskets and nearly every planter 
I’ve seen has been bare. 

“The High Street in particular looks 
pathetic, with no colour whatsoever. 

“Just because we’re not taking part in 
Anglia in Bloom this year shouldn’t mean 
that no effort should be put in to making 
the place look colourful. 

“Ely is a tourist city and we should be 
making it a bright and cheerful place for 


visitors, as well as those of us who live 
here.” 

Another disgruntled resident, Sheila 
Carruthers, of St John’s Road, said: “I just 
don’t know what’s happened. 

“In my opinion, the city’s flower 
displays are the worst they have been for 
years. 

“Usually we have hanging baskets to 
be proud of and nice, cheerful planters 
greeting people everywhere they go. 

“The place looks drab.”

Chinese wall 
wal k boosts 
charity cash 


A DOCTOR has raised 
£3,000 for charity by 
taking on the Great Wall 
of China. 

Dr Thomas Mathews, 66, decided to 
challenge himself to the epic walk in 
aid of the Alzheimer’s Society. 

The sprightly grandfather, who lives 
in Witchford and is the medical 
director at Bourn Hall Clinic, near 
Cambridge, was the oldest in his 
group to take part in the 100km trek. 

He said: “I never believed that I 
would have the chance, courage or will 
power to do such a walk. 

“But I am so glad I did - it was the 
adventure of a lifetime.” 

The Great Wall of China was built in 
sections by successive dynasties to 
keep the Mongols out of China, and at 
5,500 miles it is the longest man-made 
building in the world. 

It winds through classic ‘scales on a 
dragon back’ scenery and Dr Mathews 
says it is even more spectacular in real 
life. 

He said: “It was incredible. 

“You can see the wall stretching for 
miles in both directions, winding 
around the mountains, with these 
small watch towers at intervals. 

“I hadn’t realised that there is not 
just one wall but sections each built in 
a different dynasty, which makes the 
walking particularly difficult.” 

To gear himself up for the walk, Dr 
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Mathews enlisted the help of personal 
trainer James Nicholson, who runs 
Ely-based firm Urban Workout. 

Dr Mathews was motivated to raise 
money for the Alzheimer’s Society 
after both his mother and mother-in- 
law suffered from forms of dementia 
as they got older. 

He said: “Alzheimer’s is a spectrum 
of conditions and it robs people of 
their short-term memory, which is 
particularly distressing for family 
members. 

“The walk was to honour these two 
people who were so special to our 
family and to raise money to help 
research.”

Store workers 
learn of fate 

THE administrators of DIY chain Focus 
have revealed which branches will be 
taken over by other companies - but 
the Cambridge store is closing. 

While stores in Haverhill and Hunt¬ 
ingdon are being taken over by King¬ 
fisher, owners of B&Q, the Focus store 
in Tenison Road, Cambridge, failed to 
find a buyer. It has a staff of about 20. 

In total, 55 of 178 branches have 
been bought by Kingfisher, discount 
homewares retailer B&M Homestore 
and Wickes, saving up to 900 jobs, but 
the rest, including one in March, will 
shut. 

Focus fell into administration in early 
May, blaming low consumer confidence 
and a weak housing market for poor 
sales. Administrators tried to find a 
buyer for the whole business but only 
managed to sell some operations, 
meaning up to 3,000 jobs look set to be 
lost. 

Staff at stores being taken over are 
expected to have to re-apply for their 
positions. 

Administrators Ernst & Young 
announced the start of huge closing 
down sales over the bank holiday 
weekend.

Before undertaking any 
new exercise it’s always 
advisable to seek medical 
advice to ensure it’s 
suitable for you.

■ Shoulder bridge with 

KNEE FLOATS (ACTIVATES THE 
GLUTES) 

Lie on your back with your 
knees bent, and feet hip 
width apart. 

Slowly peel your back off 
the floor from the base to 
the shoulders, ideally one 
vertebrate at a time. 
Keeping the hips square, 
lift the right leg up until the 
knee is at a right angle and 
in line with your hip bone, 
keeping knee bent at a 
right angle too.

TV presenter visits fen 
to hunt deadly dragons 


ADVENTURER and natural history 
presenter Steve Backshall visited 
Wicken Fen Nature Reserve.

M ike Bartlett’s new 
play follows the 
fortunes of two 
lovers through 40 turbulent 
years - from their initial 
undergraduate romance in 
the heady summer of 1967 
through all the bitter trials of 
life. 

The Guide caught up with the 
playwright to find out more about 
this panoramic, sweeping drama of 
life and love. 

What was the inspiration behind 
Love, Love, Love ? Is it based on 
real experiences? 

It’s not based on real people or 
experiences directly but of course 
experience is the fuel for the 
drama - the rhythm of family 
arguments, what it feels like to fall 
in love, etc. 

The play more came out of 
noticing how people my age (late 
20s/30s) found it impossible to 
buy a house and were instead 
renting them from people of our 
parents’ generation. Along with the 
introduction of student fees, the 
increased difficulty of getting 
good work, it felt like a number of 
the things our generation were 
promised had failed to materialise. 

On the other hand, I was also 
fascinated by that baby boomer 
generation - their life, optimism, 
energy, their capacity for change 
and their hope in the future. I 
wondered if there was something 


in the idea of placing love at the 
heart of everything that went 
beyond hippy ideals, and was in 
fact what at the centre of what life 
should be all about. 

What would you like audiences 
to take from the play? 

Whatever they like! The play 
doesn’t have a message. I don’t 
think you go to the theatre for a 
lecture or a sermon. I just hope the 
audience has a funny and 


provocative night out, watching this 
strange couple falling in and out of 
love, through their whole lives, 
from 1967 to 2011. 

Kenneth and Sandra seem so 
unaware of the effect they have 
had on their children. Do you 
like them? Do you find them 
representative of a generation? 

Actually, I may be alone in this, 
but I love Kenneth and Sandra. I 
love their vitality and how they 


attack life full-on. They do nothing 
by halves. They don’t represent a 
generation, although quite a few 
people have said they recognise 
certain aspects in their behaviour. I 
think Ken and Sandra are aware of 
how their children are behaving 
and what’s become of them, but 
they refuse to take responsibility 
for it. By the final scene their 
children are adults and, as Ken 
says, “For better or worse they 
have made their own decisions”. 
The play spans 40 years. Was it 
difficult to write such a large 
timescale? 

We focus on the family, so that 
helped to make sure it was one 
story, but the period of each act 
was very important. It involved 
watching a lot of interviews from 
1967, to get the rhythm of speech 
and the feel of that time. It’s 
amazing how different a room is 
without phones (mobile or 
landline), or the internet and with 
only a small black and white 
television as a window on the 
wider world. I think rooms were 
something different then - more 
private and enclosed. In 2011 the 
outside world pours into our 
homes constantly. I loved writing 
about that difference.

TODD Phillips’s hair of the 
dog to the highest grossing 
comedy film of 2009 is a 
101-minute alcohol-and 
drug-fuelled bender that 
strands the same 
beleaguered characters in 
the same hellish nightmare 
and watches them squirm. 
The location may have 
changed from sun-baked 
Las Vegas to tropical 
Thailand but The Hangover 
Part II rests lazily on its 
moldering laurels, 
engineering familiar 
scenarios to inflict the 
maximum physical and 
emotional distress on the 
two-dimensional characters. 
The sequel curbs a few 
excesses - less plot, fewer 
laughs, less fun-and 
merrily chugs down a 
cocktail of racist, sexist and 
homophobic jibes that leave 
a nasty taste in the mouth. 
Phillips’s film is crass and 
offensive and doesn’t paint 
Thailand or its people in a 
particularly favourable light, 
trading on stereotypes for 
the sake of a snigger. 

Almost without exception, 
the male characters are 
unlikeable and deserve 


everything they get. 

Dentist Stu Price (Ed Helms) 
has fallen madly in love with 
Lauren (Jamie Chung) and 
they plan to marry in a 
traditional ceremony in 
Thailand. 

Best friends Phil Wenneck 
(Bradley Cooper), Doug 
Billings (Justin Bartha) and 
Alan Garner (Zach 
Galifianakis) are invited and 
they take the long-haul flight 
with Lauren’s 16-year-old 
brother Teddy (Mason Lee), 
who is destined for a career 
in medicine. 

The next morning, Phil, Stu 
and Alan wake in a sleazy 
Bangkok hotel room, with 
pounding headaches and no 
recollection of the night 
before, and in Alan’s case, 


considerably less hair. 

The Hangover Part II is a 
tasteless, preposterous and 
ultimately pointless tale of 
east meets west which 
careens from one 
improbable set piece to the 
next. 

Cooper’s natural charm wilts 
in the heat while poor Helms 
is the butt of most of the 
jokes, literally so for a 
sequence at a dancing club 
where the screenwriters 
become sniggering 
schoolboys. 

Galifianakis is obnoxious 
from his opening scene and 
we struggle to comprehend 
his presence at the wedding, 
other than to drive the other 
protagonists to drink.

Quirky ways to 
add touch of art 


C HELSEA unveiled its new 
artisan gardens category 
for the first time this year, 
where designers were asked to 
use natural, sustainably resourced 
materials artistically 
Driftwood, reclaimed bricks and 
cockleshell edgings were among the 
items which featured in the displays. 

Yet you shouldn’t have to look too far 
to find bits and pieces that can add 
historical, elegant and quirky touches to 
your own garden, whatever the setting. 

Second-hand shops, reclamation 
yards and even car boot sales can be an 
Aladdin’s cave of unusual containers 
and statues, chimney pots which can be 
upended to house colourful plants, 
quirky garden seating and ornaments. 

Old railway platform seats and 
seating from boats have been put to use 
in the past, while DIY enthusiasts have 
constructed seats featuring little more 
than a short piece of scaffolding plank 
resting on two neat piles of old bricks. 
Funky benches have been made using 
old tyres at either end supporting seats 
of painted scaffolding planks. 

If you live near the sea, explore the

beach to search for driftwood, or shells 
which you could use to make a feature 
mosaic to hang on your house wall. 
Mosaics and patterns can also be made 
out of pebbles or broken coloured tiles 
arranged Roman style. 

Fallen logs can be used to edge paths, 
while those on a budget may be more 
inclined to go for local gravel. 

Eye-catching containers can be made 
out of anything you may otherwise 
dump, from old food cans painted with 
brightly coloured weather-resistant 
paint, to sinks which can house a 
myriad of rock plants, and teapots, 
mugs and rusty buckets with holes 
drilled in the bottom which can be 
planted up and strategically placed to 


brighten up the scene. 

Old wicker baskets can also make 
good plant pots, stained, varnished and 
lined with black plastic, while broken 
pots can be used for a display of rock 
plants such as sempervivums, 
surrounded by broken bits of pot. 

Wine aficionados who are lucky 
enough to have had their vino delivered 
in wooden boxes with lovely embossed 
logos should consider growing salad 
crops in them. See if your local wine 
merchant might have any boxes spare 
and preserve the wood with Danish oil 
to weatherproof it, as well as drilling 
holes in the base for drainage. Port 
boxes can also act as good containers. 

You can also grow crops in old 
drawers, weatherproofing the wood 
first and then drilling holes for drainage 
and lining the drawers with plastic. 

You may also have to add comer 
braces to the drawers to stop the wood 
from warping, but they will make eye¬ 
catching veg containers. 

Use your own home-grown stems of 
bamboo, when the canes are green and 
flexible, or red dogwood, to cut and 
weave into plant supports.

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Historic Euro-NCAP results 


THE latest batch of 
Euro-NCAP safety test 
results have just been 
made public and, in a 
historic first, the Nissan 
Leaf became the first 
ever electric vehicle to 
receive top marks (five 
stars). 

The reigning European 
and World Car of the Year 
earned an 89 per cent rating 
for adult safety, an 83 per 
cent rating for child pro¬ 
tection and an 84 per cent 
rating for its on-board safety 
assist systems, which in¬ 
clude Electronic Stability 
Control (ESC) and a speed 
limiter as standard. The 
compact family hatchback 
also earned a higher-than- 
average 65 per cent score for 
pedestrian safety, thanks in 
part to the low nose design 
and the comparative lack of 


‘hard points’ under the 
bonnet. 

“The Nissan Leaf proves 
that EVs can achieve the 
same safety levels as tra¬ 
ditional cars. The standard is 
now set for the next gener¬ 
ation of such cars on the 
European market,” said Euro- 
NCAP Secretary General 
Michiel van Ratingen. 

Nissan Leaf’s safety assess¬ 
ment followed standard 
Euro-NCAP procedure, with 
tests for frontal impact, side 
impact, side pole impact and 
whiplash. The car’s 48 
lithium-ion battery modules, 
which are housed in a special 
compartment beneath the 
floor, completely withstood 
all the impacts. 

The EV’s battery system 
was switched on during the 
crash simulations to test the 
in-built safety measures of 
the electrical system, which 
includes automatic cut-off 


isolation in the event of an 
accident. The car passed 
those with flying colours, too. 

“We are not surprised by 
these results,” said Jerry 
Hardcastle, Nissan’s vice 
president of vehicle design & 
development. “Nissan Leaf 
has gone through more tests 
than any car we have ever 
produced. On top of the 
conventional offset barrier 
and side impact tests, we 
have tested the electrical 
system in every way to ensure 
it can never be overcharged 
and that the isolation 
programme works as 
intended in a crash.” 

The Lexus CT 200h has 
emphatically proved its safety 
credentials with a top five- 
star rating from Euro-NCAP. 

The organisation’s in¬ 
dependent crash testing of 
the new full hybrid luxury 
hatchback produced an over¬ 
all score of 83 per cent, well 


above the benchmark for 
gaining the top ranking. 

With the new Focus, Ford 
has become the first non¬ 
premium automaker to win 
two Euro-NCAP Advanced 
rewards. 

The Ford Focus was recog¬ 
nised for Active City Stop, 
which monitors the road 
ahead and brakes automati¬ 
cally if a collision is immin¬ 
ent, and Lane Keeping Aid, 
which uses a forward camera 
to detect if a vehicle drifts out 
of its lane and applies a small 
amount of steering input to 
alert the driver. 

The Focus has earned 
Euro-NCAP’s maximum five- 
star crash safety rating, 
including the highest 
possible dynamic score for 
child protection in both 
frontal and side impact 
collision tests. Focus also 
excelled in the adult and 
pedestrian safety categories.

The Lexus IS was the top- 
rated model and Lexus also 
topped the manufacturers’ 
satisfaction table in the 
survey by information 
services company JD Power 
and Associates and What Car?

Overall, satisfaction levels 
averaged 79.4 per cent 
compared with 78.9 per cent 
in last year’s survey.

CR-V fourth and the Toyota 
Prius fifth.

Corsa 106th and the Suzuki 
SX4 105th.

ID Power’s European auto¬ 
motive operations senior 
director Brian Walters said: “It 
is particularly encouraging 
that satisfaction with 
ownership costs has 
improved during a year that 
has witnessed record fuel 
costs, increased insurance 
premiums and greater 
competitive price pressure 
for dealerships. 

“In many respects, this 
indicates that auto makers 
have been able to protect 
their customers from direct 
internal cost pressures.” 

What Car? magazine editor 
lim Holder said: “It’s great 
news that people are more 
satisfied with their cars than 
ever, and it proves that car 
makers are getting things 


right more often. 

“Yet again, Lexus tops the 
study with outstandingly re¬ 
liable cars and dealer back¬ 
up that is truly exceptional. 
Brands at the other end of the 
spectrum must work hard to 


win back customer support.” 

The survey was based on 
the evaluations of more than 
16,500 online interviews from 
UK car owners after an 
average of two years of 
ownership.

Petrol models more popular than diesel 



Charging up: But electric cars aren’t sparking a great deal of interest with the public so far. 


PETROL cars still beat diesel 
models in the popularity 
stakes despite the typically 
higher fuel economy of diesel 
engines, a study of UK 
motorists has revealed. 

Some 35 per cent opted for 
a petrol model compared to 
25 percent for diesel 
according to the survey of 
1,700 people. 

High diesel prices may be 
making car buyers think twice 
about running a diesel car 
despite the typically strong 
fuel efficiency of these cars. 
Such efficiency capabilities 
are helping to boost interest in 
hybrid models however, as 10 
per cent said they would buy 
a hybrid. This is impressive as 
alternative fuel vehicles, 
including hybrids, claimed just 
1.1 per cent of the UK’s new 
car market in 2010. 

Diesel cars attracted a 
higher percentage of the male 


vote, however, with 29 per 
cent of men compared to 22 
per cent of women saying 
they’d choose a diesel car. 

A further 4 per cent said 
they didn’t care about fuel 
type. 

Sadly though, electric cars 
are failing to spark much 


interest with the public with 
just 2 per cent saying they 
would opt for an electric car. 

Spokesman for 
ContractHireAndLeasing.com, 
Richard Lawton, said: 
“Although diesel took 46.1 per 
cent of the new car market 
last year, this figure included 


registrations from fleet buyers 
and business car users who 
favour diesel because of its 
fuel efficiency over long trips. 

“Private buyers have shown 
that they still prefer petrol; for its 
lower pence per litre cost, suit¬ 
ability to smaller cars and the 
quietness of petrol engines.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
